“ ALL IN A FLASH.” 
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HOW FATAL COLLISION 
OCCURRED 


Mr. R. S. Heron, Coroner for South Down, 
held an inquest yesterday at the Cowan 
Heron Hospital, Dromore, on the body of 


George Cunningham, who was fatally injured 
by his car colliding with a ‘bus about a mile 
outside|Dromore on Wednesday afternoon. 
Ebenezer Reid, farmer, Shanrod, said that 
he was!returning from Dromore market on 
Wednestay afternoon, with a horse and cart. 
when, at Ballylaney, he saw approaching him 
a four-seater motor car, containing two men. 
Just as it pulled out a 'bús came in the oppo- 
site direction, and the next thing that he saw 
was the two motors crashing together. 
John Murray, driver of the 'bus, called by 
Mr. Fox, and cautioned by the Coroner, said 
that it was raining before the accident 
occurred, and the road was wet and greasy. 
Coming to the bend in the road he was on 
his own side. About fifteen to twenty yards 
away he noticed a farm cart meeting him on 
its own side. At the same time the private 
car came out from behind the cart and struck 
witness’s right-hand wheel, knocking his 
steering wheel out of his hand and swinging 
the ’bus round. It all happened in a flash. 
The moment that he saw the private car he 
applied all his brakes. 
‘The jury found a verdict accidental 
death, and exonerated the driver from blame.

SCHOLARSHIP.

NEW, REGULATIONS. 

The trustees appointed in connection with 
the scholarship for the encouragement of the 
study of political and social science, espe 
cially as applied to Ireland, which was estab- 
lished in memory of the late Dr. W. F. 
Coyne, have decided upon certain alterations 
in the conditions of award of the scholar- 
ship, which, it is hoped, will add to its use- 
fulness as a help and an incentive to students 
of ‘economic science, and have transmitted 
their proposals for concurrence to the Senate 
of the National University. 

Hitherto a set subject has been prescribed 
for the essay, and payment of the scholar- 
ship in full has been dependent upon an ad 
ditional year’s study and the submission of 
a second essay. The new regulations pro 
poed will permit of the scholarship, the value 
of which has been raised to £60, being paid 
in full immediately the award is made,. a 
second essay being no longer required, and 
the choice. of a subject of Irish interest dea! 
ing with some branch of political or so. tal 
science is left to the candidate. 
the scholarship will be offered for competi 
tion every second year. . All graduates of 
the National University are eligible for the 
scholarship, and it is felt that the regula- 
tions, as amended, are likely to render the 
award of greater assistance than hitherto 1: 
students engaged on investigations in 
branches of economics which make a special 
appeal to them 

The scholarship. will next be offered” in 
1929.

Prevailing laxity in regard to the issne of 
certificates under the National Health Insur- 
ance Act by medical certifiers was alleged at 
the monthly meeting of the Executive Com- 
mitte@ of the Approved Societies. Association; 
held ‘at the Irish National Foresters’ offices, 
Mountjoy square, Dublin. 


SECRETARY'S REPORT. 


The matter arose out of a report from the 
Hon. Secretary (Mr. M. P. O'Donnell), who 
Stated that, in view of the numerous com- 
plaints. from constituent societies of an 
abnormal and continual increase in the num- 
ber of sickness and disablement claims, which, 
they alleged, were not due to genuine in- 
capacity from work, he had appiied to the 
National Health Insurance Commissioners for 
a statement of the working uí the district 
medical referee scheme. 

From particulars given, it appearéd that 
15,595 applications for a second medical 
opinion had ben received for the 
year 1927, and of these 409 (3 per cent.) 
were rejected as wunsuitably selected for 
examination, and 581 (14.3 per cent.) were 
not proceéded with owing to the issue of 
final certificates prior to the date affixed for 
examination. That left 12,405 references in, 
regard to which notices to attend for 
examination by. the District. Medical Referee 
were issued by the Insurance Commission. 

An analysis of the result of these notices 


medical certification under the Act. No fewer 
than 4,410 claimants (35.6 per cent.) failed to 
attend. Some (but presumably a very small 
number) supplied certificates of physical in- 
ability to attend: about 18 per cent. 
‘declared off ” after receipt of the notice and 


before the date fixed for examination. 
and 80 per cent. simply ignored the 
summons and therefore became dis- 
entitled to the benefit claimed. The 
remaining 7,995 claimants were submitted 
te medical examination. ° In regard to 3.200 
(40 per cent.) the referees declared that. in 
their opinion, the claimants were not in 
capable of work within the meaning of the 
Insurance Act. Only 4,795—representing 60 
per cent. of those examined, but only 38.6 
per cent. of those summoned—were. in the 


opinion of the referees, incapable of work and 
entitled to further benefit.

Hon. J. M. Andrews, D.L., M.P., Northern 
Minister of Labour, stating that he observed 
by the papers that the Board had decided 
not to proceed with the proposal to con- 
solidate all their builuings at Gransha owing 
to the fact that they could not obtain a 
special grant towards the cost of the work. 
He would point out that he would be pre- 
pared to consider the proposal as a relief 
scheme, giving towards the total expenditure 
75 per cent. of the labour cost under the 
usual conditions. The Board already had 
carried out two schemes with the assistance 
of his Department on a 60 per cent. basis; 
but, since then, in certain circumstances, he 
had been in a position to increase the grant 
to 75 per cent. 

Mr. W. G. Webb, J.P., said that he was 
under the impression: that the Government 
would give them a free grant of £50,000 or 
£60,000. 

Mr. J. R. Scott, D.L., said that he con- 
sidered the Minister of Labour's offer in- 
adequate if the committee were to go on with 
a scheme of such magnitude. 

‘Lhe Clerk estimated that 75 Pan cent. of 
the wages would amount to £36,000.

A DEATH’S HEAD 
MOTH. 


CAPTURE IN COUNTY 
KILDARE. 


NOT COMMON IN IRELAND.

OK more than one reason, the interest ' 
excited by the capture in County | 
Kildare of a fine specimen of that. once. 
yreativ dreaded insect, the death’s head 
moth, is not a matter for surprise. This 
moth is not common in any part of 
Ireland, while its strictly nocturnal habits 
prevent it from coming under observation, 
even in seasons in which it occurs in more 
than average numbers. On the rare 
cccasions on which it comes within view, 
however, the Jarge size and striking 
appearance of the moth ensure its 
receiving due notice. 
With an expanse of wing of fully five 
inches, it would be sufficiently noticeable 
even without that peculiar colouring on 
the upper surface of the body that has 
earned for it its somewhat gruesome but 
high!y appropriate name—a name pretty 
yell matched in gruesomeness by its 
scientific appellation of '' Acherontta 
atropos.’’

striking terror into at least one memper of 
the animal kingdom: besides the human 
species. It is known to make its way unhurt 
into bee-hives, where it wanders about with 
the immunity of a sacred bull in a Hindu 
bazaar, and helping itself with an equal 
readiness, while the bees retreat respect- 
fully before it. Some of the respect so 
mysteriously shown is possibly due to this 
moth’s very peculiar power of uttering a 
distinct squeaking note—a power very 
rare, if, indeed, existing at all, among 
other members of the moth family. 

As its chief food—by which, of course, 
we mean the chief food vf its caterpillar— 
is the potato plant, one occasionally meets 
young English naturalists warmly nursing 
the impression that Ireland must be 
pretty densely populated with the death's 
head moth. As a matter of fact, it is 
nowhere more than very thinly dis- 
tributed, though there is probably no part 
of Ireland where it is not sometimes 
found. It is more commonly found as a 
caterpillar than a moth, but even the 
caterpillars are too nocturnal in their 
habits to be at all frequently seen. 


SOMETHING OF A MIGRANT. 


The moth itself is evidently something 
of a migrant, and it has on many 
occasions heen taken at light-stations 
round the Irish coast, and forwarded for 
examination by the light-keepers, who are 
naturally struck with its remarkable 
appearance. Mr. R. M. Barrington, m 
the course of his correspondence with 
light-keepers, received: more than a dozen 
specimens -of this moth, but does not 
appear to have been sent any other 
species in the same way. . It has also-been 
known to fly on board boats at a consider- 
able distance from land. 

How far this migratory habit is regular 
or how far merely. occasional or spasmodic 
in the death's head moth we have no 
present? means of knowing, though it “is 
pretty well ascertained that some of our 
larger butterflies—notably the red admiral 
and the painted lady—migrate over sea to 
Ireland in pretty good force nearly every 
year. It is, of course, just possible that 
the moth taken at Ballycarney may be an 
instance of this migratory habit, though it 
seems more likely to have been reared 
through its caterpillar stage in one of the 
potato fields round its captor’s home, 
This moth has been known to visit the 
heart of Dublin, and on one occasion 
caused quite a crowd to assemble and 


watch its evolutions in a_ well-lighted 
street, though probably few of the 
spectators had any idea what sort of 


“moth or bat ” they were watching. In

IRELAND AND ITALY. 


THE ITALJAN INTER-UNIVERSITY 
INSTITUTE. 
FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 
It is probably within general recollection 
that the commemoration of the sixth cen- 
tenary of Dante in 1921 aroused a good deal 
in interest in Dublin. On that occasion a 
speaker in one of our Universities reminded 
his hearers that sympathy with Italy is 
traditional in these islands, and ventured 
to predict that the near future would witness 
amongst us a remarkable increase in the 
study of the Italian language and literature. 
Hitherto this prophecy has not been without 
some measure of fulfilment. It cannot, In 
deed, be said that Italian studies have as 
yet regained the place they held in the 
days of our grand-parents, when music and 
painting were regarded as _ pre-eminently 
italian arts, and when some knowledge of - 
the Itahan, no less than of the French, 
tongue was considered to be part of the 
intellectual. equipment of every educated 
person. Still there is no lack of signs that 
Italy and her affairs are now receiving an 
attention more marked than has been the 
vase for more than half a century. An 
acquaintance with her language is becoming 
from year to year more and more wi¢ely 
diffused, and her shores are more and more

revival is no matter for surprise when we 
reflect upon the extraordinary economic 
development of Italy since the Great War, 
and upon the growing importance of her 
present position among the nations of the 
world. 

With the object of promoting the most 
cordial relations between Italy and foreign

‘To all who 
enter for these courses it assures not only 
instruction, but considerfble reduction of 
travelling fares, free admittance to galleries 
and museums, and frequent excursions to the 
chief places of archeological interest in the 
various lovalities. while it also furnishes 
them with full information as to accommoda.

HE man who forged the so-called 
Foreign Office letter the other day 
achieved nothing except a demonstration 
of his own ineptitude in what has 
frequently manifested all the elements of 
a considerable art.

WILLIAM HENRY IRELAND. 


Cha‘terton’s most famous successor was 
William Henry Ireland, born seven years 
aiter his death, but obviously inspired by 
the remarkable fame which Chatterton had 
achieved. Ireland selected Shakespeare «+ 
the victim of his ingenuity, and, while he 
showed less cunning than Chatterton, h: 
audacity was, if anything, greater. - He 
began by forging Shakesneare’s signatu 
and before he was out of his "teens he was 


producing plays purporting to have com: 
from Shakespeare's own hand. His 
impudence did not stop there. He 
actually produced Jove letters that 
Shakespeare was supposed to have written. 
but which, of course. were the work ol 


Treland’s own cunning, though many -“!

pletely deceived. He also issued a volume 
of what he alleged to be the poet 
“ Letters to Queen Elizabeth,’ and in th 
culminating adventure showed a daring 
that has never been equalled by any other 
forger.

MOTH AND DAMP DESTROY- 
ING NATIONAL TREASURES. 


The Board of Visitors of the National 
Museum of Science and Art comments 
severely in iis annual report on the Govern- 


ment’s treatment of the Museum. 
consists of four nominees of the State, three 
members appointed by the Royal 
Academy and five members selected annually 
by the Royal Dublin Society. ' 

Perhaps the most gratifying item in the 
report is the statement that during the year 
ended 3lst March, 1928, the number of per- 
sons who visited the National Museum was 
357.475, an increase of 14,647 over the pre- 
vious year, which also had shown a large 
increase over the preceding years. 

Considering how much of the Museum is 
still closed these figures are satisfactory, and 
the general public appears to be acquiring 
This would be still 


the “Museum habit.” 
further encouraged, says the Board of 
Visitors. if. as was the case until the 
European War, the collections were open in 
the evenings. and if Occasional lectures were 
given in the several divisions. 

It is unfortunate that while interest 1s 


increasing the Short Guide should be out of 
print. The Board thinks it desirable to have 


this Guide reprinted to meet immediate 
requirements. Of the other “Guides’’ 686 
copies were sold during the year and over 
2, of the picture postcards, which have 
proved to be very popular with the visiting 
public. 

' The number of persons classed as students 


who made use of the collections during the 
year was 1,124. 


DEPLETION OF STAFF. 

The Board regrets that, owing to the con- 
tinued depletion of the staff, not one of the 
many rooms they reported on last year as 
being closed has yet been restored to public 


use. For the same reason the objects in some 
of the cases have not had that constant and 
minute inspection which is essential for their 


preservation from damage by moth and damp. 

For many successive years the Visitors 
have called attention to the disastrous effect 
of leaving vacancies on the staff unfilled. 
They: have pointed out that the neglect to 
fill the junior posts must inevitably add very 
greatly to the difficulty of filling the senior 
posts as they fall vacant. 

During the year the highly important 
position of Keeper of Irish Antiquities has 


Mahr, who brings to the Museum not only a 
profound knowledge of his subject, but also 
a wide experience of Museum work and 


organisation. 

On the other hand, a Keeper for the 
Natural History Division has not ‘been 
appointed. In the Art and Industrial 


Division the Keeper reached the age limit in 
May, 1928, and in the ordinary course the 
whole of the supervision of the very extensive 
collections of this Division, together with the 
registration of new acquisitions, and cunse- 
guent correspondence, would have devolved 
on a single Assistant if the Keeper had not 
comsented to remain in office for the time 
being. 
TRIBUTE TO STAFF. 

In « word of tribute to the staff the Board 
says that “they spend a considerable part 
of their annual leave and much of their 
leisure in collecting specimens. But for this 
many gaps in the cullention of Lrish species 
and varieties would still remain. Such 
personal efforts of the staff have added many 
interesting objects to the collection,” 

And the Report adds pointedly: “In most 
of the foreign museums special leave, with 
yrants for travelling, etc., is given to the 
officers for such purposes.” 

A whole-time officer for mineralogy and 
geology and a technical assistant are con- 
sidered essential by the Board. 

Considerably more space is regarded as 
necessary for the hotanical section, the 
minimum requirements being a room for 
miscr exhibits, a students’ room and 
a resea room, as well as a trained 
mycologist and a technical assistant.

REFERENCE LIBRARY WANTED. - 
_“ An adequate reference library in connec- 
tion with this department is an urgent 
necessity. Especially is there need for 
current foreign periodical publications. The 
Keeper cannot consult these in other libraries, 
as to do so would oblige him to absent him- 
self anduly from his office; indeed, many 
important periodicals are not available in 
Dublin at all. 

“As Ireland was in close touch with 
various parts. of the Continent of Europe 
during prehistoric times, archeological dis- 
coveries made on the Continent have often an 
important bearing upon Irish antiquities, and 
a knowledge of the one is essential for the 
interpretation of the other. Dr. Mahr. has 
compiled a list of the essential journals, and 
we urge that these should be provided, by 
exchange or otherwise. 

_“‘ Another essential is a more adequate pro- 
vision for travelling expenses, and for excava- 
Lion °’ 

The Museum has been enriched by many 
gifts from other sources. ’ 
“DECAY AND NEGLECT.” 
‘‘Inspeetion of the Department oí 
Geology, Mineralogy and Paleontology,’ 
says the Board, “ reveals little change for 
the better. The valuable collections of the 
Trish Geological Survey—we are informed— 
have been sent elsewhere, and remain stored 

in boxes. 

“ No assistant has been appointed to take 
charge of the important geological collections. 
The room containing them is in a deplorable 
condition of decay and neglect. Objects of 
the greatest educational value, including the 
raised map of Ireland, are not accessible to 
the public. Specimens essential to students 
seeking practical knowledge of these subjects 
are no longer available, since there is no 
attendant to look after them; in general the 
collections are packed away or intermixed 
and buried in: Juamber, dust and dirt.’’ 

There is still a real need in the Free 
State for legislation for the adequate protec- 
tion of ancient monuments, for preparing a 
proper inventory of those that exist, and for 
preventing ignorant persons from undertaking 
destructive excavations. 

THE BOTANIC GARDENS. 
Referring to the Botanic Gardens, the 
report says:—‘‘ The changes and new de- 
velopments in the grounds carried out by Mr. 
Besant are effective. The Visitors are pleased 
to find that the gardens receive much 
generous support from other Botanic Gardens, 
such as those at Kew, Edinburgh, Glasgow, 
Cambridge, etc., and from prominent 
amateur growers such as the Marquis of 
'Headfort, the Hon. Henry McLaren, the Hon. 
Vicary Gibbs, Mr. Gerald Loder, Mr. R. H. 
Bulley and others. 

‘ Nothing has been done towards provid- 
ing tea rooms in the Gardens. As has been 
représented in many previous reports, this 
is essential for the convenience of the many 
visitors to the Gardens. The Visitors, there- 
fore, trust that this work will be put in 
hands without further delay. 

“ The attendance of the public during the 
year ended 3lst March, 1928, was 377,462, 
an increase of 1,243 over the preceding vear. 
Of the ‘Short Guide to the Gardens’ 1,278 
copies were sold. 

‘The Visitors were much impressed with 
the efficiency, order and cleanliness evinced 
in all departments, and with the excellent 
cultivation of plants. They desire to express 
their appreciation of the way the Gardens are 
maintained by Mr. Besant and his staff. 
In last year’s report they said ‘they are 
strongly of opinion that in consideration of 
his valued services his appointment to the 
full status of keeper is long overdue.’ This 
recommendation they repeat.”’

Doddinghurst, Essex, arrived in the Clyde 
yesterday on board the Canadian Pacific liner 
Montclare.

He was met by a party of Pressmen, and, 
asked by a reporter what he was going to do, 
he replied, “I really do not know.

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MR. W. T. MACARTNEY-FILGATE. 


We regret to announce that Mr. William 
Townley George Macartney-Filgate, of 
Lowtherstone, Balbriggan, County Dublin, 
died yesterday at Healthfield Manor, County 


Wexford. For some three decades he was 
widely known throughout Ireland. The 
eldest son of the late Townley P. H. 


Macartney-Filgate, of Lowtherstone, he was 
born in 1864. He was educated on the 
Continent and at Malvern College. There- 
after he was trained in the well-known 
Kast-India House of Graham and Company. 
He then returned to Ireland, where he took 
7 the development of Irish industries. In 
1897 he organised the Countess Cadogan s 
Textile Exhibition, which was opened by the 
Duke of York, now King George V. This 
led to other exhibitions of an International 
character—namely, the Paris Exhibition, 
1900; Glasgow, 1901; Cork, 1902; St. Louis, 
1904; Munter-Connaught, 1906; Dublin, 
1907; Franco-British Exhibition, 1908. 

From the opening of the Department of 
Agriculture, in 1900, until the close of the 
British régime, Mr. Macartney-Filgate held 
the post of Inspector of Industries. He 
carried out bhráid óil investigations for 
the Government, including national insur- 
ance, the introduction of the wholesale meat 
trade on Continental lines, and the estab- 
lishment of the machine-embroidery industry 
in Ireland. He organised the Industrial 
Annexe of the National Museum in Dublin, 
and from 1915 to 1920 he was Controller. for 
the War Office and Ministry of Munitions in 
Ireland for military supplies. He was the 
first Officer of the Crown in Ireland to repre- 
sent that country in America—+t.e., at. the 
World’s Pair, St. Louis. 

Mr. Macartney-Filgate made the ‘‘ Industrial 
Survey of Ireland, Past and Present,” for the 
Irish Convention in 1918, by unanimous 
selection of the representatives thereon of 
the Four Provinces, and compiled the book, 
““Irish Rural Life and Industries,”’ in 1907. 
Mr. Macartney-Filgate became a Justice of 
the Peace for the County of Dublin in 1892, 
and was Deputy-Lieutenant for the County of 
Louth, for which county he served as High 
Sheriff in 1915. He was a Knight of the 
Order of St. John of Jerusalem and Esquire 
under the Order of St. Patrick, having 
participated in a number of installations, 
including those of the present King, Ear] 
Roberts, and Earl Kitchener. 

Mr. Macartney-Filgate was unmarried. 


COLONEL HENRY IRVINE. 


Colonel Henry Irvine, C.B., D.L., Under- 
Sheriff of County Tyrone,’ died at Omagh in 
his eightieth year yesterday. Colone] Irvine 
had a long connection with the Royal Innis- 
killing Fusiliers, and on retiring from com- 
mand of the 4th Battalion (Tyrone Militia) 
about twenty years ago he was appointed 
Honorary Colonel of the regiment. 

His age debarred him from active service 
during the Great War, but he proved himself 
a most efficient recruiting officer for Count 
Tyrone.

THE CHURCH OF IRELAND.

The law of the land, until altered by the 
Oireachtas, requires the Church of Irelaid 
i> call itself by this, and by no other, name.

The Temple of Nodens. 


\ fascinating story of antiquarian 
research is told by a correspondent of 
The Times. At Lydney, near Chepstow in 
Gloucestershire, are the remains of an 
earth-work and of some Roman buildings. 
Excavations, begun more than a century 
ago, revealed that the site had enjoyed 


| and the chief ruin is that of a temple 


wealth and distinction under the Roman 
power. There are fine nfosaic pavements, 
which was eighty feet long and sixty feet 
wide. This temple was dedicated to an 
otherwise unknown god of Celtic origin, 
named Nodens; for the Romans always 
were ready to adopt local deities, and 
legionary shrines to Northumbrian wood- 


gods survive on Hadrian’s Wall. It is 
inferred from the discovery of several 


bronze dogs in the temple that the dog 
was especially sacred to Nodens. The 
ruins include an extensive bathing estab- 
lishment and a large building which may 
have been a guest-house or sanatorium for 
pilgrims. Recently Lord Bledisloe, whose 
great-grandfather began the excavations 
in the vear of Trafalgar, entrusted the 
task of further research to the London 
Society of Antiquaries. The Society has 
discovered already that Romans were not 
the first occupants of the commanding 


ridge which slopes southwards to the 
Severn. They had annexed the area of a 


camp which even then was ancient, and 
had used its original main entrance as 
the principal entry into their own precinct, 
Under the Roman road-metal the new 
explorers have found objects that date 
from the last phase of the prehistoric 
Iron Age, and resemble those found in 
the Glastonbury lake-village. Prehistoric 
hands built the rampart which the Romans 
reconstructed in the fourth century, A.D. ; 
and it bears traces also of a later, and 
still mysterious, handiwork. Here is yet 
another example of the impressive con- 
tinuity of English history. The corre- 
spondent adds a detail to which Anatole 
France would have given an ironic touch. 
On the brow of the ridge two statues of 
stone, found some two hundred years ago 
in the lower soil, frame the vista of forest 
and estuary. One is male, the other 
female; and a Christian population has 
known them as Adam and Eve. It is 
believed now that they area faun and a 
nymph, carved in days when the Roman 
stared at that heaving hill. 


Tamed Gipsies. 


Many people—especially those who enjoy 
the writings of George Borrow—will regret 
to learn that gipsies no longer may wander 
freely in Czecho-Slovakia and Hungary. 
For some years these two countries were 
the chief home of the Romany, if such a 
nomadic folk properly can be said to have 
a home anywhere. The old Austro- 
Hungarian Empire could afford to allow 
them considerable freedom within its 
extensive borders, but the small 
“Succession’’ States must, of necessity, 
be less tolerant. There are, it is said, 
more than twenty thousand gipsies in 
Czecho-Slovakia. Their custom of crossing 
frontiers without regard for the usual 
formalities is now prohibited. Hence- 
forward gipsies must be registered by the 
police, must have their finger-prints taken, 
and must be furnished with identity cards, 
inscribed with their names and photo- 
graphs. It is deelared, however, that these

Third Class Sleepers. 


An inspection of the third class sleeping 
earriages, to be put into use on the 
London, Midland and Scottish system on 
Monday next, shows that they are sur.

carriages are the usual side corridor type, 
an entrance vestibule at each end, 
vestibule having a lavatory and a 
toilet compartment. There are seven com. 
partments, each of which is capable of 
accommodating four passengers at night. 
and, when converted for day use, each 
provides eight seats. The lower seats are 
used berths, being provided with a 
spring mattress, while an additional loose 
spring mattress, used in the day-time as a 
seat, is utilised as a sleeping mattress in 
the upper berth. The coverings are of 3 
light fawn velvet of neat pattern: the 
heds are extremely comfortable, and the 
floor of the compartment is covered with 
a grey mohair carpet. A combined table 
and ladder which folds up gives access to 
the top berths, while above the door is a 
shelf for luggage, with another on the 
opposite side of the compartment. The 
interior woodwork of the compartment i+ 
of mahogany, with hat and coat hooks and 
mirrors supplied for the convenience «f 
the passéngers. Every compartment is well 
warmed, and also amply ventilated with 
roof air extractors.

HOw SOCTETIES AND

Dr. Horace Law, Honorary Secretary of the 
Board of Representative Governors of . the 
Associated Dublin Clinical Hospitals, agreed 
with most of the statements in the article.

This could be very easily done at a small 
cost to the individual. A number of trade 
unions in the city are already doing it for 
their members, and 4,000 members are 
entitled to free hospital treatment. 

WHAT SOCIETIES COULD DO. 

For a payment of one shilling a quarter 
each member of a society or other corporate 
body or parish society is entitled to free 
hospital treatment, and the scheme works 
out not only tothe benefit of the member, but 
to the great assistance of the hospitals. Thus, 
for instance, if instead of 4,000 workingmen 
(and the payment of four shillings a year 
includes hospital treatment. for their de- 
pendents) te times that number of the com-

GERMAN ATTITUDE 


DEFINED, 


RESOLUTLUN_ APPROVED.

The League Committee on” Disarmanient 
! “discussion on the amendéd 
resolution oh , diSarmhment, drafted by the 
Drafting Commission on the lines of the 
resolution submitted by M. Paut,Boncour. 
The resolution, as.it now stands; mentions 
the necessity of accomplishing the first step 
towards the reduction and limitation of 
armaments as quickly as possible, and it notes 
with satisfaction that most of the Govern- 
ments . have already ‘taken steps to prepare 
the way for the future work of the Prepara- 
The ‘Committee hopes that 
the Governments among which differences of 
opinion. still subsist as to the’ conditions for 
the reduction and limitation of armaments, 
will reach, without delay, in the most liberal 
spirit of, conciliation: and international 
solidarity, agreements which ‘will enable the 
work of the Preparatory: Commission, to be 
speedily resumed and brought to a saccessful 
issue. The Committee trusts that this resolu- 
tion may be arrived at in time to enable 
the meeting of the Préparatory Commission to 
be held at the end of the present ‘year, or, 
if this should’ not’ be feasible, at the begin- 
ning of 1929 ;-and it proposes to the Council 
that. the Chairman of the Preparatory Com- 
mission shali-be instructed to keep in contact 
with the Governments concerned, in order 
that he may be apprised of the progress of 
the preliminary negotiations, and may Le 
able to convene the Commission as soon as 
possible. 


This draft agreement was fixed up yéster- 


day evening by the Drafting Committee. and 
has been agreed to by all the Governments, 
with the exception of the German Delegation. 


The room in which the Committee on 


Disarmament assembled was packed with 
members of the public—an indication of the 
interest taken in the discussion on the draft 
resolution. 


THE GERMAN OBJECTION. 
After M. Paul Boncour had proposed a 


small modification of the text, the effect of 
which was to make the reference to the meet- 
ing of the Preparatory Commission more 
definite, Count Bernstorff said that the 
German delegation were unable to accept the 
resolution, owing to the absence of any 
reference to the Disarmament Conference, 
which he regarded as an abdication by, the 
League of its duties in regard fo disarmament, 
He appreciated M. Paul Boncour’s amend- 
ment, which he would etamine, 

M. Loudon, Holland; said that his object 
was to ensure the success of the Preparatory 
Commission. If the great -Naval Powers 
could come to an agreement, he would no! 
hesitate to call a meeting of the Preparatory 
Commission; He still thought that private 
conversations between the naval ‘Powers 
would be the best way of securing agree- 
ment, and’ he would endeavour .to expedite 


his. 

The Japanese :delegates urged that all 
éfforts should be concentrated on the-meetine 
of the Preparatory Committee, as until that 
Committee had concluded its labours there 
could be no question of the meeting of the

LORD CUSHENDUN’S VIEW. 


It was also suggested that M. Boncour's 
amendment, expressing the hope that the Pre- 
paratory: Committee would, in any case, be 
convened earlier in 1929, might be regarded 
almost as a mandate to the Chairman of the 
Preparatory Committee to convene it then. 
On this point, Lord Cushendun asked the 
Committee to be quite clear in their minds 
as to what they wanted the Preparatory Com- 
mittee to do if the Chairman were given such | 
a mandate to convene the Committee in any 
case, whether or not all differences had been 
solved, If a complete agreement had not 
been reached at that time, he pointed out, 
the Committee would either have to report 
to the Council that their efforts in the ‘direc- 
tion of disarmament had finally failed, and 
that nothing further could be done; or, al 
ternatively, the Preparatory Committee could 
furthér adjourn. The latter course had great 
disadvantages, though it was’ less disastrous 
than the admission of failure. The Committee 
must be quite clear as to what its intention 
was. 

After a prolonged discussion, the resolution 
was again referred .to the Drafting Com- 
mittee.

JOHANNESBURG, Friday. 

In a miessage to the Johannesburg Star, 
Dr. Ernest Cadle, of the Cameron-Cadle ex- 
pedition to the Kalahari desert, says :—The 
expedition emerged from: the first ‘thrust intd 
the desert well pleased with the progress 
made thus far in its study of the wild 
country’ and its strange people. ‘We entered 
the desert at Kachechecha, and travelled up 
a ‘valley which extends for more than 300 
miles to Mobobe Flats country, and we had, 
obtained’ many interesting facts about the 
life of the -bushmen. 
Dr. Cameron has been making “a ‘detailed 
study of the teeth of these strange creatures. 
In this.way he hopes to get a detailed story 
of the development of mandibles and human 
teeth, and he believes that this story will 
have a great significance in the records oí 
human evolution. 
Professor Mannen and I. have been 
‘wrestling with the mighty problem of the 
birthplace of man. Professor Mannen (who 
is the geologist of the expedition) has dis- 
covered that there has been no geological, 
change in these parts sitice the age of man 
began, and I am able definitely to confirm 
that man emerged in the lap of this brooding 
mother earth in this strange wild country.
